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Marshall Plans 
Shindy of Oaslea* 
Of 7 as ^Risks’ 

Counsel for Discharged 
Employees Pushes Fight 
for a Real* Hearing

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.— 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall said today that the State 
Department will "study” the 
enigma presented by the cases of 
sevpn dismissed employees whose 
only present chances of "appeal” 
He; with one body which has no 
legal Jurisdiction over the cases 
or finother which has no authority 
to order their reinstatement. 

Secretary Marshall’s statement 
•was made at a press conference 
at .which he was asked five ques- 
tions about the now famous issue 
Browing out of the fact that the! 
sevep were fired as "potential 
seettfity risks” without ever being I 
told the nature of the charges 
against them. 

His promise of a "study” was 
followed by indications that the 
firm oi Arnoiu, ronas c& Pur'.er, 
which Is representing the raven 
without fee because It believer, the 
civil rights of the men have been 
violated, will again demand cf 
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be granted a "real” State Depart- 
ment hearing and allowed to re- 
sign without prejudice. 

The first question on tho sub- 
ject at Secretary Marshall's cress 
session was:

Secretary Marshall replied that 
that would be a matter between 
the commission and the F. B. I. 
Htr bttid that ii»e F. B. I. iiuu uii#- 
lnal copies ot all its information in 
its own files. He said the ques- 
tioner must remember that he. 
the Secretary, did not say last 
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der the State Departments clear- 
ance control came from the F. 3. 1. 

"Did It come from the Army or 
Navy?" a reporter* asked. 

f^crctary Marshall’s attcntlcn 
was caught by another question 
cn another tope and he did not 
answer the one abcut the Armv or 
Navy.- > 

"The loyalty review beard ap- 
pears to have no Jurisdiction in 
the cases of the dismissed State 
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Service Commission does not have 
the power to reinstate them,” an- 
other reporter said, “la it fair 
procedure, then, to submit their 
cases only to these bodies?” 

Secretary Marshall replied In 
these words— >Ve will study the 
matter. 

"You mean there will be a re- 
consideration of these cases in the 
iigin oi the limitations oi me 
commission and the beard?" a re- 
porter- asked. 

Secretary Marshall said that no. 
he did not say the cases would be 
reconsidered. He said he would 
tell department officials what~the 
reporter had said about the limita* 
ticna cn the commissicn and the 
board, and would have a study 
made of tho matter. I-Ic said that 
after all. it was not Just a creation 
of tho dismissed men, but. Li?/ far 
the matter went. Presumably he 

was implying that In his opinion 
the case might have ramifications 
extending beyond the men. 

The reason the loyalty review 
board has no Jurisdiction in the 
case of the dismissed State De- 
partment employees Is that they 
lost their jobs before Cct. 1, 1S47, 
and the board 13 empowered to 
hear the appeals only of these 
persons dismissed since that cate. 

"Do you expect to talk person- 
ally to the men who were dis- 
missed?” a reporter asked.
